His fame was co­ 
extensive with the civilized world. He 
was not only an operator of the high­ 
est order, but a tireless and exhaus­ 
tive worker la tho field of original 
surgery. 
He performed the first suc­ 
cessful Caesarian seetiou in 1889 In 
St. Louis, ami also the first successful 
coeliotomy for gunshot wound of the 
abdomen and the first gallstm o opera­ 
tion in Missouri. 
A record held by 
Dr. Bernays has never been equaled: 
Out of eighty-one successive cases 
of 
appendicitis which necessitated 
operations, seventy-one in succession ( 
were with perfectly satisfactory re­ 
sults, the seventy-second patient fail­ 
ing of recovery, but the subsequent 
nine cases were successfully treated. 
And yet, with such a record, match­ 
less as was his skill, varied and ex­ 
tensive as was his learning, wonder­ 
ful as were his accomplishments, ho 
was not considered, by the American 
Medical Association, as worthy of 
membership in that organization. 
No 
charges 
were 
ever 
brought 
against him which, in tho remotest 
degree, reflected on his qualifications 
as a surgeon: his moral character was 
never the subject of attack; he was 
never accused of having done any­ 
thing unbecoming a mail or a gentle­ 
man. “The head and front of his of­ 
fending had this extent—no more!” 
Ile dared to think! 
He refused to 
mold his opinions and to govern hi3 
actions by the arbitrary rules which 
those whom lie knew' to be his infer­ 
iors had set up for his guidance! In 
other words, he could not regard tho 
Code of Ethics of tho American Medi­ 
cal Association as being inspired, or 
having any binding authority on him 
where his judgment told him it was 
wrong. 
And so, twenty years ago 
or more, on account of some trivial in­ 
fraction of this sacred “Code,” a 
movement was started to expel him 
from the local association, which was 
only defeated by his hastily sending 
in hts resignation. As membership in 
the A. M. A. Is dependent upon mem­ 
bership in the local and State socie­ 
ties, his name was dropped by tho 
national organization. 
And bo. though he had saved thou­ 
sands of lives: though other physi­ 
cians had profited by his art; this 
brilliant surgeon; this great and able 
man, has, during all these years, been 
an outcast—a medical “scab;” not 
recognized as “ethical" or worthy of 
fellowship by that body of physicians 
banded together in the American Mod 
leal Association! 
And this is the association which, 
under pretense of working for the 
public good, is, in reality, only seeking 
to control Congress and the State 
Legislatures in tho' interest of their 
own selfish scneiiies; which is trying 
to create a Cabinet position and to 
place one of its members in that po­ 
sition; which is endeavoring by law 
to exclude from the use of the mails, 
all manufacturers of medicines who 
do not comply with the absurd re­ 
quirements that they choose to set 
up; which, in short, is trying to put 
upon the statute books of State and 
nation laws that will, In effect, estab­ 
lish a kind of medical priesthood, to 
which only their own members will be 
eligible with power* and control over 
the health and lives of tho people! 
God help the druggists, the drug 
manufacturers, physicians not mem­ 
bers of their guild, and the people 
generally, if this association ever suc­ 
ceeds in Its undertaking. 
If It does, 
it will, after the fashion of tho labor 
unions, dictate a “closed shop,” and 
say to doctors' who prefer to be inde­ 
pendent, “You must join our union 
or, failing to do so, compel them to 
get out of the business. 
It will say 
what medicines shall be taken, and 
how they shall be made. It will hedge 
the people about with a lot of petty 
regulations under pretense of protect­ 
ing the public health. In fine, a medi­ 
cal bureaucracy will be established to 
tyrannize over the people. 
Let no man call this a false alarm. 
.If there are those who are Inclined 
to do so, let them read the journal of 
the A. M. A. 
Let them scan the 
proceedings of the association,- held 
always behind closed doors, and care­ 
fully edited, as they are, before5’they 
are published In its official organ. 
If 
they will do this they will see that we 
are not trying to create a bugaboo to 
frighten their timid souls. 


Opinion of One Poultryman That It la 
Not as Good as Mash. 


I notice in a report of the Ontario 
station that the feeding of mashes to 
poultry is discouraged. 
If one will 
but read the report they will see that 
In the feeding of the hens at that 
station tho very necessity for feeding 
mashes is removed. 
The men that 
advocate the feeding of mashes are 
generally right, for they do that mere­ 
ly to lessen the work of the digestive 
organs In grinding up dry grain. 
I 
see, in looking over this report, that 
the manager of 
tho 
poultry depart 
inent says 
that he has 
been using 
sprouted grain in the place of the 
mashes. 
Very well, that 
is just what 
we 
might expect. 
The Idea in the feed 
lug of mashes is carried out in th* 
feeding of the sprouted grain. 
A lit 
tie further on I see that he is als*, 
feeding soaked grain and finds soaked 
oats very good. 
There 
Is 
another 
substitute for dry grain. 
Still further 
on I read that mangels and meat also 
a re ’fed. 
The report Rays that “dur­ 
ing very cold weather lu the winter 
they fed occasionally a little corn, 
either In the uiorning-er evening.” and 
that this is fed usually in the litter. 
Now the writers who oppose feed 
Ing mashes will take this report as an 
argument on their side, and I arn will­ 
ing to admit that in the establishment 
of the professional feeder or raiser 
of poultry there Is little or no need 
for mashes. 
But I find that on the 
Cann we do not have the great variety 
of food for poultry that is had in such 
establishments. On the ordinary farm 
the fowls get grain and water almost 
entirely during the whole season when 
Hie birds have no access to green 
things out of doors

A Great Surgeon Barred from Mem- 


bership In Medical Association. 


(Front the National. DrUrtlst for Juie, 


1907.) . 
' 


Dr. Augustus Charles Bernays, who 


died a few days ago In St. Louis, was, 
probably, the foremost surgeon In the 
United States. 
His fame was co- 


extensive with tbe civilized world. He 
was not only an operator oE the high- 
est order, but a tireless and exhaus- 
tive worker la the field ot original 
surgery. He performed the first suc- 
cessful Caesarian section In iSSft In 
St. Louis, and .also the first successful 
coellotomy for gunshot wound of the 
abdomen nnd the first galls! ime opera- 
tion In Missouri. A record bold by 
Dr. Bernays lias never been equaled: 
Out of eighty-one successive cases 
of 
appendicitis which necessitated 


operations, seventy-one in succession 
were with perfectly satisfactory re- 
sults, tho seventy-second patient toll- 
Ing of recovery, but the subsequent 
alno cases were successfully treated. 


And yet, with such a record, match- 


less as was his skill, varied and ex- 
tensive as was hia learning, wonder- 
ful as wore his accomplishments, he 
was not considered, by the American 
Medical Association, as worthy of 
membership in that organization. 


No charges 
were ever 
brought 


against him which, In tho remotest 
degree, reflected on his qualifications 
as a surgeon; Ills moral character was 
never the subject of attack; he was 
never accused ot having done any- 
thing unbecoming a man or a geutle- 
man. "Tho bead and front of his of- 
fending bad this extent—no more!' 
He dared to think! 
He refused to 


''mold his opinions and to govern his 
actions by the arbitrary rules which 
those whom he knew to be his Infer- 
iors had set up for his guidance! In 
other words, he could not regard tbe 
Code of Ethics of the American Medl 
al Association as being Inspired, or 
ivlng any binding authority on him 
here bU Judgment told him It was 


wrong. 
And so, twenty years ago 


r more, on account of some trivial In 
action of this sacred 
"Code," 


ovement was started to expel him 
om the local association, which was 
uly defeated by his hastily sending 
n his resignation. As membership lu 
ie A. M. A. Is dependent upon mem 
ershlp In tho local and State socle- 


his name was dropped by the 


ational organization. 
And so, tliough he had saved thou 
ands of lives; though other phyi 
_ans had profited by his art; thl 
rtlllnnt surgeon; this great and abl 
lan, has, during all those years, been 
a outcast.—a medical "scab;" no 
ecognlzcd as "ethical" or worthy o 
ellowship by that body of physician 
anded together In tbe American Med 
cal Association!

Strange Rat Nest. 


During the first week of Juno my 


gardner called my attention to a large 
nest live feet from the ground at the 
top of a strong thorn 
hedge which 


partly overhangs a large pond, says a 
writer In The Field. He also pointed 
out that the nest was made of green 
sticks, some of which were as large as 
an ordinary cedar drawing pencil and 
quite a foot in length 
and, further, 


that these sticks had been broken off 
from the top of tho hedge at intervals 
for six or seven yards. 


I did not disturb the nest, but on 


examining the stumps of the 
green 


sticks, which could be plainly seen In 
the hedge top, I I'ound that each was 
marked very plainly by the Incisor 
teeth of a rodent, and I at once con 
eluded that tho nest waa the work of 
water rats, of which there are many 
In the .pond. The nest Is quite aa largo 
as a crow's and Is lined Inside with 
the faded leaves of the hedge (white- 
thorn).
